COURT ORDER REQUIRES ANNUAL ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN 
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Lewis elected Chairman of County Commission in Monday voting

The Coffee County Commission 
elected a new chairman for the com- 
ing fiscal year. He is Kayo Lewis, 
commissioner of District 2. After 
Lewis received a 4-3 “secret ballot” 
vote, the commission yoted unani- 
mously for him to serve as chairman 
of the body. 

Each year, by court order, the 
commissioners elect one of their 
body to serve as chairman of the 
commission. This is done via secret 
ballot. During the last fiscal year, 
Commissioner Robert Stephens, 
who represents District 3, served as 
chairman. 

Last year, it took casting of sever- 
al ballots before a chairman was 
chosen, this year it was done on the 
first ballot cast. The vote was four 
for Lewis, one each for 
Commissioners Doug Dalrymple, 
Bernest Brooks and Tom Grimsley. 
Lewis will preside over the next 
commission meeting. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Brooks told members of the 
commission, that he had openly 
“campaigned” for the chairmanship 
stating that “beyond any reasonable 
doubt, I feel qualified to be chair- 
man.” 

Brooks went on to relate how the 
same 1988 court order that stipulat- 
ed who and how the chairman (prior 
to the court order, the probate judge 
served as chairman of the commis- 
sion) was to be selected created a 
minority district to ensure that a 
minority representative would be 
elected to serve on the commission. 
He is the representative from that 
district - District 5. The court order 
also created another district which 
increased the number of commis- 
sioners from five to seven. 

Commissioner Brooks made a 
motion seconded by Stephens that 
the chairmanship be rotated among 
the seven commissioners on an 
annual basis beginning with the next 
fiscal year 1999-2000. His motion 
fuiled by a 4-3 vote with he, 
Stephens and Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook casting the only affirma- 
tive votes. 

After his motion failed, Brooks 
indicated that he possibly would 
take the matter to court in an attempt 
to have the court order that the 
“rotation process” of selecting a 
chairman be adopted. 

1 

Commissioner Grimsley favors 
reducing the number of commis- 
sioners from seven to five or even 
three and the chairman being elected 
county-wide to serve full time for 
four years. He suggested that an 
amendment be introduced by the 
county’s legislative delegation in the 


year 2000 allowing the people of 


Coffee County to vote on the issue. 
Commissioner Dalrymple echoed 
Grimsley’s feelings on the district 
and chairman selection. 

A move to select a vice-chairman 
with authorization to “sign checks” 
in the chairman's absence failed 
after several secret ballots cast did 
not give any commissioner a clear 
majority. However, a vote to allow 
the commissioner receiving the 
“most votes” passed by a 4-2-1 vote. 
Commissioner Stephens received 
the most votes electing him vice- 
chairman, 

Turning to other matters of busi-

The Elba City Council took a step 
forward on the federal buy-out of 
flood prone homes Monday night, 
transferred another of the former 
school buildings to the Industrial 


Board for an expanding industry and 
learned that their garbage collector 
wanted to divorce Elba, 

The Council was told Monday 
night that City Environmental 
Services has served notice of can- 
cellation of their garbage pick-up 
service with the City of Elba, The 
contract allows the contractor to 
cance} the contract with an official 
notice of 120 days. That notice was 
hand delivered to Mayor James 
Grimes Monday evening, 

Grimes told council members he 
was not surprised at the action based 
on the increased number of com 
plaints from citizens on poor or non 
existent garbage service in the past 
several months. The mayor added 
that the firm had been sold recently 
to Waste Management and apparent 
ly the new owners were reviewing 
all contracts. 

No decision has been made on 
Which direction the city will go, 
rebidding of the garbage pick-up 
contract or getting back in’ the 
garbage collection business. There 
continues to be officials and private 
citizens who feel the city can do the 
work better and cheaper than a com 
mercial firm, Grimes said he has 
asked the company for the depreci 
ated value of the Elba garbage con 
tainers if the city devides to do the 
pick-up. They promised to furnish 
this information and said the compa 
ny probably had some trucks tor 
sale if Elba was interested 

The city council also approved a 
number of resolutions dealing with 
the federally tunded buy-out pro 
gram of flood victims. The first 
phase of the program will buy 24

the cost of this work and the other 
monies must be furnished from dif- 
ferent sources. 

The City of Elba will be able to 
get some financial benefits from in 
kind work, such as the administra- 
tive cost of managing the buy-out 
The city will also assume the 
responsibility of demolishing the 
buildings after the buy-out is com 
plete, The lots the homes are 
removed trom will forever be open 
spaces, according to PEMA regula 
ons. 

Homeowners who agree to be part 
of the buy-out will take a previously 
agreed upon price, which will 
include them absorbing part of the 
cost, 

Another project which moved for 
ward Monday night was the low-to- 
modest income home buy-out. This 
is a companion of the FEMA pro- 
ject, but there are several limitations 
Which don’t apply to the first pro 
ject This is) a Community 
Development project and the total 
federal funds are $250,000, The 
City will furnish $65,000 for this 
buy-out project. 

The council authorized Mayor 
Grimes to sign the necessary paper 
work on a Community Development 
grant application for some sewer 
work to homes out past Kleinert’s 
on Highway &4.

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STATE OF ALABAMA 
PROCLAMATION 

BY THE GOVERNOR 

WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature at 
its Regular Session of 1998 ordered an 
election to be held on a certain proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, set out here as Act No. 98-409 
and further ordered that such election be 
held in accordance with the general elec 
tion laws of this state; and — 
WHEREAS, the State General Election is 
scheduled for November 3, 1998; and 
WHEREAS, notice of this election, 
together with this proposed amendment, 
is required by law and by the provisions 
of Act No. 98-409 to be given by 
Proclamation of the Governor, to be pub- 
lished once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the date appointed 
for the election, in a newspaper qualified 
to run legal notices in every county in the 
state. 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, Fob James, Jr, 
as Governor of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct, and proclaim 
that on Tuesday, November 3, 1998, a 
statewide election will be held in the man- 
ner and form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of 1901 of the State of 
Alabama: 

‘ALABAMA LAW 

(Regular Session, 1998) 

Act No, 98-409

' Tt was a “Tale of two halves” 
‘Friday night as the Elba Tigers host 
red the Andalusia Bulldogs in one ot 
; South Alabama's oldest high school 
; football rivalries 

In the first half, Elba rolled up 
almost 200 yards in total offense and 
scored three quick touchdowns to 
grab a commanding 20-0 lead. In the 
second half the Tigers managed only 
11 yards in total offense and never 
threatened to cross the goalline. The 
result was an Andalusia comeback 
that left the Tigers and their fans 
stunned, as the visiting Bulldogs 
pushed across two fourth quarter 
touchdowns to escape with a 26-20 
win. 

Andalusia failed to move the 
chains on the initial offensive series 
of the night, but got the ball right 
back on a fumbled punt at the Elba 
45-yardline, and this time headed 
toward the Tiger goalline. 

The Bulldogs’ Bryan Dohoney got 
the call on four straight plays and 
gained a total of 28 yards to spark 
the drive, while a pass interference 
penalty against Elba gave Andalusia 
a first and goal at the Elba 9-yard- 
line. The Bulldogs got as close as 
the four, However, the Elba defense 
rose to the early challenge, and big 
hits by linebacker Keni Mitchell on 
third and fourth down plays turned 
back the scoring threat. 

The Tiger offense was 91 yards 
away from the Andalusia endzone, 
but needed only five plays to cover 
the distance to grab an early lead! 

A 32-yard pass from Eric Jordan 
to Derrick Duncan on third down 
and 14 kept the drive alive early, 
while a Jordan pass to Josh Hodge 
moved the Tigers out to near mid- 
field. Keni Mitchell got the call on 
the next play, and the speedy senior 
broke through a huge hole at the line 
of scrimmage and raced 53 yards for 
a Tiger touchdown. Brandon Salter 
booted the extra-point, and with 
4:03 left in the first quarter Elba was 
on top 7-0. 

Elba got the ball back at its own 
31-yardline following an Andalusia 
punt, and.promptly marched 69 
yards in six plays to add to its lead. 

A pass interference penalty 
against Andalusia aided the drive 
early, while a big play in the scoring 
march was a 46-yard toss from Eric 
Jordan to Derrick Duncan. The 
score came on a l-yard plunge by 
Jordan, and after Salter added the 
extra-point, the Tigers were ahead 
14-0 with 11:11 remaining in the 
second quarter. 

Andalusia threatened on its next 
possession, and behind running of 
Brandon Bradley marched to a first 
down at the Elba 28-yardline. The 
Elba defense again rose to the chal- 
lenge; however, and knocked the 
Bulldogs back eight yards in three 
plays, before regaining possession 
after a fourth down pass failed to 
find its mark. 

The Tigers put the bail in play at 
midfield after an Andalusia penalty, 
and wasted little time getting back in 
the endzone as they marched 50 
yards in six plays to score their third 
touchdown of the night. 

A 42-yard halfback pass from 
Derek Coleman back to quarterback 
Eric Jordan was the key play in the 
scoring drive, while Jordan got the 
score when he waltzed in from three 
yards out, The extra-point try failed, 
but Elba appeared to be in complete 
command with a 20-0 lead with 5:46 
still left in the second stanza. 


The Tigers had a chance to add to 
their lead late in the half after a fum 
ble recovery by Kevin Dodd at mid 
field, but this time failed to even 
move the chains, and punted the ball 
back to the Bulldogs. 

‘Andalusia put the ball in play at 
its own 27-yardline with 1:43 left in 
the half, and stunned the Tiger 
defense by covering the distance in 
seven plays to get on the scoreboard 

The major damage came through 
the air, as quarterback John Wells 
completed 3 of 4 passes for 60 
yards, and got the touchdown on a 
20-yard scoring strike to David Earl 
McClain.

“This will be another opportuni- 
ty for landowners to sign up for a 
voluntary program to get financial 
and technical assistance for 
improving their land, water and 
wildlife resources,” said David W 
Eaddy, CED, 

“If you haven't tried to get into 
the program, if your CRP contract 
offers were not accepted in sign-up 
16 last fall, or if you have contracts 
expiring, this is the time to make 
new contract offers,” Eaddy con- 
tinued, 

Maximum CRP payments will 
be determined based on county 
average dryland cash or cash rent 
equivalent rental rates adjusted for 
site-specific, soil-based productivi- 
ty factors.

Get tax advice 
before selling 
your timber

In Coffee County many 
landowners are becoming more and 
more interested in harvesting trees 
on their land, Some of this is due to 
increased timber prices, CRP trees 
that have matured, and just a new 
awareness as to the benefits of 
managing the timber on their land. 

Many landowners with small 
woodland holdings are often 
unaware of certain provisions in 
federal tax laws that can affect thet 
tax bill 

One thing you ean do once you 
decide to cut timber is to pay a Visit 
to your accountant who can help 
you determine your possible tax 
responsibility 

You might ask how the 
accountant will know about your 
tax without the timber being sold 
Before you cut, have the timber 
cruised by a professional who can 
give you a good estimate as to 
what it is worth. 

Landowners who are consider 
ing future sales of timber should 
always consult a qualified tax con- 
sultant. Landowners should also 
consult some kind of expert about 
inheritance taxes and estate plan- 
ning along with the timber cutting. 

To help pay those taxes it may 
be better if the timber is sold by 
them rather than by you. 

When selling timber, most of 
the things you must do relating to 
taxes are easy and are not a prob-

In his advertisements that seem to 
saturate the airwaves these days, 
Don Siegelman has been making 
promises after promises that sound 
good to voters but have a price tag 
no one can afford.

A report written by Dr. John Hill 
found several studies linking the lot 
tery with underage problem gam 
bling. For example, a 1997 Harvard 
Medical School study found that 
2,200,000 teenagers are already 
addicted to gambling, and another 
study found that children gamblers 
are three times as likely as adults to 
become problem gamblers 

University studies in Louisiana 
and Indiana found that 2/3 of under- 
aged students had played their state 
lottery, and 1} percent were already 
“problem gamblers” and 7 percent 
were already “pathological gai- 
blers.” 

Dr. Hill cites a study which found 
that gambling by high school stu- 
dents increased by over 40 percent 
after California adopted a lottery in 
1985, Other reports have found that 
illegal lottery sales to minors have 
been reported by 27 percent of teens 
in Minnesota, 34 percent in Texas, 
and 35 percent in Connecticut, 

The lottery is just the first step. 
Dr. Nelson Rose, an expert on gam- 
bling, considers the lottery as a 
“gateway drug” for teens to embark 
on a life of pathological gambling 
and all the personal and social costs 
it entails. 

Don’t vote for the lottery because 
of what it will do for children, vote 
against the lottery because of what it 
will do to our children.
